Except  for  19^2,  the 
reported  condition  of  all  crops  is  the  "best  in  seven  years.    We  can  expect  a 
record  corn  crop  and  near-record  crops  of  wheat,  oats,  potatoes,  and  rice.  Milk 
and  eggs  -.vere  "being  produced  at  near-record  levels  on  July  1  •     The  excellent 
prospects  for  vitally-needed  food  and  feed  crops  show  that  farmers  have  responded 
as  in  war  to  the  cxi'  for  all-out  production    of  important  crops- 

The  whins  of  Old  Han  i7eather  must  still  he  taken  into  consideration,  of  course. 
A  large  area  in  northwestern  Montana,  North  Dakota,  and  northea-stern  South 
Dalcota  will  need  rain  to  maintain  their  present  fair  prospects.    As  a  whole 
growing  conditions  to  July  1  have  heen  favorable.    Outside  of  small  local  sections, 
the  only  area  of  redly  poor  crop  lorospects  remaining  on  July  1  is  the  drought 
area  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  where  irrigation  water  is  "becoming  exhausted.
